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DONT LIKE THEIR OWN MEDICINE 
Bonnev ille dam, on the Colu mbia Riv er near 
Portland, Oregon, is abou t ready to u se. Some 
$40,000,000 of pu blic money has been spent for its 
dev elopment in a region already ov er-su pplied 
with the cheapest power in the United States. 
Bonnev ille will “u ndersell” the gov ernm ent’s 
$60,000,000 dam dev elopment a t G rand Cou lee, a 
few miles fu rther u p the Colu mbia Riv er. 
So the fight is on: One grou p is seeking u tili­ 
zation of Bonnev ille power at a rate based on 
its cost of produ ction, which will inclu de a big 
capital ex penditu re write-off for “nav igation, 
flood control,” etc., etc.; another grou p w ants to 
lu mp Bonnev ille in with G rand Cou lee and 
charge a higher rate (priv ate companies wou ld 
be prohibited from doing th at) so th a t Bonnev ille 
will not compete w ith this other higher-cost 
gov ernm ent project and the Seattle and Tacoma 
m u nicipal projects. 
I t’s lau ghable to see one pu blic ownership 
grou p cry becau se a larger socialistic v entu re 
threatens their own properties, which hav e 
shown no mercy to priv ate inv estm ents. 
As u su al in su ch political v entu res, the poli­ 
ticians are squ abbling ov er who is to ru n Bon­ 
nev ille. 
Of cou rse, no concern is shown ov er the pri­ 
v ate properties owned by priv ate citizens and 
tax pay ers who will be inju red by this socialistic 
program , or the tax es th a t other property will 
hav e to make u p if an electric distribu tion policy 
is adopted th a t cripples or destroy s ex isting 
priv ate plants which are now among the largest 
tax pay ers. 
The tax -ex em pt Bonnev ille project has pre­ 
v ented and will prev ent, as has the TV A program 
in Sou thern states, priv ate electric dev elopments 
which wou ld hav e cared for all the fu tu re needs 
of the Northwest, and a t the same tim e been 
heav y tax pay ing assets th a t wou ld hav e helped 
reliev e the already ex cessiv e local tax bu rden in 
all of these areas, not to m ention Federal tax es. 
You can’t hav e y ou r cake and eat it, too, and 


the people will find this ou t as gov ernm ent goes 
deeper into bu siness in com petition w ith its own 
citizens. 


LOST — ONE MERCHANT MARINE 
More th an one cu riou s fact can be gleaned 
from the large increase in shipbu ilding in the 
United States, and flo less an au thority th an 
William McFee, a com petent m aritim e officer 
and au thor, points ou t th a t althou gh there is an 
ex tensiv e program u nder way for the constru c­ 
tion of destroy ers, su bm arines, aircraft carriers, 
cru isers and patrol v essels, y et there is not a 
passenger v essel or a fast freighter being bu ilt. 
The American M erchant M arine, to which we 
look w ith great pride — principally becau se we 
once possessed su ch astou nding craft as the 
Yankee Clippers — is ignored in the latest ship­ 
bu ilding ru sh, and the present fleet, the av erage 
age of whose ships is abou t sev enteen y ears, is 
either obsolescent or entirely obsolete. There are 
a few ex ceptions bu t these hav e been bu ilt w ith 
the* aid of gov ernm ent su bsidies. 
The American M erchant M arine is thu s re ­ 
du ced to a farce, principally , as Mr. McFee points 
ou t, becau se the cou ntry has no financial au ­ 
thorities who feel th a t m odern m erchant ton­ 
nage is a good inv estm ent. We do not believ e 
th a t the gov ernm ent ou ght to shou lder the re­ 
sponsibility of prov iding adequ ate tonnage for 
the u se of the shipping lines 
th a t dev olv es on 
the lines themselv es, becau se, after all, they are 
the ones th a t profit from m aritim e commerce 
and they are the ones th a t bu ild u p the h and ­ 
some retu rns on their inv estm ent — prov ided, of 
cou rse, th a t they operate on sensible and prac­ 
tical lines. 
There has been a great deal of shou ting and 
scream ing abou t ou r m erchant m arine, bu t y ells 
of deu nu ciation, and cries of fear will not bu ild 
ships. T h at m u st come from the m en who are 
m ost interested in bu ilding u p som ething to help 
ou t their financial interests. For w hat are they 
w aiting?

W ashington—G rapev ine, th a t 
great anony mou s reporter of the 
inner workings of the Su preme 
Cou rt, tells u s th a t Ju stice B an- 
deis was displeased a t hav ing his 
nam e connected w ith one section 
of the famou s letter of Chief 
Ju stice Hu ghes. 
In the letter, which was read to 
the senate ju diciary committee, 
the chief ju stice contradicted 
sev eral assertions of President 
Roosev elt, notably these: 
T hat the cou rt was behind 
w ith its work. 
T hat for lack of tim e and 
m an-pow er it denied hearings 
to many . T hat an increase in 
size wou ld increase cou rt ef­ 
ficiency . 


CORE SPOT 
Now grapev ine inform s u s th a t 
the nine members of the cou rt 
were v irtu ally u nanim ou s in su p­ 
port of Mr. Hu ghes’ statem ent in 
these respects. Bu t the chief ju s­ 
tice went farther. He injected 
a statem ent th a t was im m ediate­ 
ly interpreted by cou rt foes as a 
gratu itou s adv isory opinion. He 
contended it was both u nsou nd 
and u nconstitu tional to ex pect 
th a t the cou rt m ight sit in sec­ 
tions, each deciding certain cases 
w ithou t bothering the other sec­ 
tions. Mr. Hu ghes said the con­ 
stitu tion prov ided for one su ­ 
prem e cou rt, not two or three. 
Hu ghes added th a t he had 
lacked tim e to consu lt all the 
ju stices on the letter bu t th a t 
Ju stices Brandeis and Van De- 
anter concu rred in it. By the 
grapev ine rou te we are told th a t 
Ju stice Brandeis Was giad enou gh 
to hav e his nam e u sed in connec­ 
tion with the first part of the 
letter bu t not the “adv isory ” 
opinion. It was not so m u ch th a t 
he disagreed w ith th a t part, bu t 
th a t he disagreed w ith the ad­ 
v isability of pu blishing K as an 
adv ance 
statem ent 
of 
cou rt 
v iews. 


STONE DISPLEASED 
And another thing the grape­ 
v ine reports: th a t liberal Ju s­ 
tice Stone is not wholly pleased} 
w ith Chief Ju stice Hu ghes. He is 


repu ted to hav e said v ery force­ 
fu lly to friends th a t whenev er 
there 
was a liberal m ajority 
opinion to be w ritten, as in the 
gold 
clau se 
and 
TVA 
cases, 
Hu ghes wrote it himself. 
Bu t 
when he fou nd him self on the 
m ajority 
side 
u psetting 
some 
New Deal act, he passed on to 
Ju stices Su therland, Roberts or 
McRey nolds the job of w riting 
su ch 
u n p o p u l a r 
opinions. 
Roberts, for instance, wrote the 
opinion ending AAA, to which 
Hu ghes assented.

TO BE SETTLED 
QUICKLY, REPORT

th e U. M. W., one of th e largest 
and most p owerful labor organi­ 
zations in th e country —sat with 
oth er negotiators in a confer­ 
ence room h ere attemp ting to 
reach an accord. 
Two sessions, one last nigh t, 
failed to bring a settlement of 
differences and finally th e nego­ 
tiators called it a day to meet 
again at 1:30 p . m. (EST) today . 
Lewis said th e op erators h ad 
asked for “more time.” 
“Evidently th ey want to th ink 
it over,” h e added. 
Weeks of negotiation since 
February 17 , h ad narrowed th e 
distance between th e miners and 
op erators. 
Th e miners originally demand­ 
ed wage increases av eraging 15 
p er cent, a cut in th e work week 
from 35 to 30 h ours, two weeks 
v acation with p ay and a guaran­ 
tee of 200 day s work each y ear. 
Th e op erators originally sough t 
an increase in th e work week 
from 35 to 40 h ours, with no 
ch ange in p ay rates. 
After conferences nearly every 
day since th e negotiations start­ 
ed, th e miners by y esterday h ad 
reduced th eir demands to th e 
following: 
* 
An increase of 50 cents in th e 
basic daily wage, $5.50 in th e 
north and $5.10 in th e south un­ 
der th e old agreement; an in­ 
crease of nine cents in th e com­ 
bined cutting and loading rate 
for miners p aid by th e ton; an 
increase of 10 p er cent for y ard­ 
age and deadwork (removal of 
rock, etc.), with time and one- 
h alf for all overtime. 
Some op erators said th ese rates 
were out of p rop ortion, but th e 
voiced op p osition to p ay increases 
was scarcely h eard in th e roar 
of p rotest against th e ov ertime 
p rop osal. 
Some op erators were willing to 
meet th e demands but th e union 
would not allow any mines wh ere 
workers carried U. M. W. cards 
to work until th e entire industry 
signed a new agreement.

“ ‘Uncover 
Tuberculosis 
by 
Modern Meth ods’ is a fitting slo­ 
gan for th is camp aign,” Dr. Em­ 
erson said. “Too many p eop le 
eith er do not know or fail to use 
th e great discoveries th at sci­ 
ence h as given us in recent 
y ears to aid us in our figh t 
against th is disease. Th e tuber­ 
culin test and th e magic ey e of 
th e X-ray sh ould be widely used 
to detect tuberculosis in its be­ 
ginning stages wh en th e disease 
is curable. 
If th ese modern 
meth ods were emp loy ed,” h e 
continued, “we certainly would 
not be finding nearly 7 0,000 in­ 
dividuals dy ing of tuberculosis 
each y ear in th e United States.” 
Dr. Emerson said th at th is 
y ear’s Early Diagnosis Camp aign 
would h av e th ree objectives: 
th e first, to acquaint every one 
with th e four danger signs of 
tuberculosis — th e 
p ersistent 
cough , 
indigestion, 
continued 
loss of weigh t and unex p lain­ 
able fatigue; th e second, to ad­ 
vise th em to discover h idden tu­ 
berculosis by means of th e tu­ 
berculin test, flouroscop e and 
X-ray ; and th e th ird, to stress 
th e dangers of contact with an 
op en case. 
“Th e tuberculosis rate is dis­ 
p rop ortionately h igh in th ree 
group s of th e p op ulation, y oung 
women, men in industry , and th e 
Negro race,” Dr. Emerson fur­ 
th er stated. “Sp ecial attention 
is directed to th ese group s in th e 
educational camp aign.”
